N Thurſday Night after my Writing 
ro you , there were a great many 
Bombs ſhot off the South Trench to- 
wards the Caſtle, which did no great 

Hurt there, one of which being ſomewhat ſhort, 

iell into one 0 _e Suburbs called Portsbrught, 

which did.a gcc deal of Harm to a Baker, by 
abuſing all hiz Bread, Meal, and other things, 
and hit a Man very ill on the Back, which may 
rend very much to his hurt, and Burii'c ine 

Houſe ; and the Night after there was anutlicr 

Romb ſhot, that by the Combuſtahle Compoſi- 

tion of the Powder and falling on the next adza- 

cent Houſe, Burnt it : Likewiſe another Bomb 
being Poyſoned and ſhot into the Caſtle, fell in- 

:0 their Well, and hath. Poyſoned their Water, 

which I believe, will be the firft means to cauſe 

him to Surrender. 


The ſame day there was a great many Bombs 


ſhot againſt the Caſtle, as likewiſe Guns fron 
the Battery, which hath torn ſome part of the 
Half Moon and Counterſcarp; and what hurt elſe 
they have done, we cannot as yet give an Ac- 
count, but ſure not without conſiderable Lols. 

The Duke of Gordox ſeems to be very angry at 
the loſs of the Men that deſerted him, which I 
mentioned in my laſt, by firing {mall Shot 
down upon the Town, and his playing very 
hard upon all the Trenches and Batteries, by 
:caſon of their being called in before the Coun- 
cil, and have declared ſome things that doth 
not pleaſe him, and will tend much to his hurt, 
and Diſcovered fome of them that gave him 
privats Intelligence, and do ſtill, fince the Ciry 
hath been in a poſture or Defence. 

One Captain ' Zoung, who belongs to Ma- 
jor General Mackay with 300 of the new Le- 
vied Men, hath Deteated the Maclans and Mac- 
donalds, although their Number were twice as 
1121y,by ſinking of two Boats and Killing 40 on 
Land, and pur all the reſt co Flight. 


From Inverneſs 1t 1s reported here, that a 


Scout Party of the Viſcount of Dyndee came 


co Surprize Mackay, thinking to have found 


him Napping, but his Scouts being likewiſe 
our, they were deceived, and were handled 
warmly by Mackay, and two Gentlemen Killed. 
ViL, One Fimes Or Corkſtou and Kmaira ot Cenl- 
bm, but how many more we know nor. 

'Phis day by Beat of Drum, there was a Pro- 
clamation throughout the City, tor all Perſons 


that would be pleaſed ro Enter into a New 


Company that the Town will have to be Set- 


ld beſides their Trained Bands, confilting ot 


150, Men which are ro have que pay; and 
beiore the $th. Inſtant they will be Compleated. 

Tueſday night and Wedneſday night, they ſhor 
a great many Shots from the Caſtle upon the 
new Batteries that Iye upon the North-fide of 
the City ; fome Souldiers out of which gives an 
Account, that there was three or four Killd 
and ſeveral Wounded, 

4 his Night there is a Sconce made at the up- 
per end of the Town, neareſt to the Caſtle, 
which we believe will do harm to the Caltle, 
and the Caſtle to the Town. 

A TYatch arrived ac Newport Glaſcow upon 
Clyde , from London-Derry - on Sunday, which 
brirgs the News of the LanGing of Colonel 
Kirk's Men, being three Regiments, they d-- 
icencing by the Fort of K:Imore, by the Iriſh, 
and tlie rafing |ot the Siege of Derry is contir- 
med. | | 

It's ſaid the Late King Famess Forczs are 
drawing a pace down toward the North, and 
che Places about Balfaſt and Craig fergus are fil- 
led with Souldiers, and morecoming every day. 

Friday Fune 7. This day arrived here an Ex- 
preſs from Kzitire, with the Confirmation that 
I mentioned in my laſt concerning the Hig h- 
landers; and further adds, That there were five 
Boats Sunk, and three Taken, with the greateſt 
part of their Clans, who were bringing over Men 
to Land here from Ireland ; and two Frigots be- 
longing to Scotland Continue Cruiſing on the 1#et 
eas, to hinder the Th Landing in Scotland. 

Ic 15 reported, that Macksy hath Blow'd u» 
the Wood in'wiich the E311 of Dundee is lying, 
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and wehowly expect Inteliigence of their Meet- 
inz each other ; but it's thought that Dundee 


will not Fighe Ackay, although it's reported 
he hath about 3090 Foot, and 3o0o Horſe; but 
what 15 3s deſizn, it 1s nat known, but we fhall 
ive to Morrow a more full Account. 

O:: tke 15h. of May thers was a great Con- 
trihnmon gathered at the Doors of the Meet- 
inz-houfes, and on Swday lift ar the Doors ot 
th; Regulir Clergy Churches, for the Subſiltance 
of the Iriſh Proteſtants; at which Doors there 
was a preat deal of Money received, but was 
nor diftibured amonglt them nll rune the %rþ. 
when the Lord Proveſf, Baliffs, Counſellors and 
Peers 0f Craft thought it fir that they ſhould

There was this day ſome Souldiers Killed in 
the Seuth Battery, and likewitz fome Wounded, 
who were Carried nome irom the Camp on 
[lo;teback to their Quarcers. 

Clovers is ſaid to have ( by an Expreſs this 
Night come to Town ) abour 3000 Foot, and 
200 Horſe, but would not as yet Fight Mackay. 
By the Glaſceew News we have our laſt aſſerted, 
about the Sinking of the Birlms. 

Menday Io. Our Northern Letters gG1Ves an Ac- 


count, that A4ackay fiding he couid nor ger 


the Viſcount of Dundee and his Highland Forces 
to Ucelert a Wood wherein he commonly made 
the Place of his Refuge, Mackay wrote te Col- 
onel Ramſay, and told him, thar he intended ro 
rake the Flying part cowards the Low-Countrics, 
5 if he had been afraid of Clower's Horſe, bur 
he did it on purpoſe to draw him from that 
Strength that he had in the Wood; but the 
Hzzb lenders thought he had Fled, and ſo pur- 
ſucd him, which when Mackay found, he cal- 
led a Council of War, and immediately it was 
condeſcended that he ſhould Fight Clovers,which 
accordingly was done ; and in the mean time 
Colonel Ramſay got berween Clovers, and the 
Wood, Mackay Charged on the Front, beating 
in his oucer Guards, diſperſed many of his Foo, 
and hath Kill:d and taken many of them, to- 
&-cher wich his Page, Sumptar, Horſe and Bag- 
gage, and othr Proviſions : He immediately 
Fled wich a {raall Party of Horle, and Colonel 
Ramſay is in Purſuic ot him ; and likewile there 
are ſeveral Letters found upon his Page, in which 
3s ſound out, that there has been a private Cor- 
re{pendences berwixt ſome of the Commanders 
that belongs to Mackay and Clovers, and they 
that have Cone It are taken and put under an 
Arreſt; and Gorden of Inzlefſay Hanged 14 of 
&/o Ur Nen that ftaid behind for Pillage. 

i tiiz day Giere was by a City Marſhal Con- 
Jena tO Perſons, the one Licatenant Hay, 


and a Woman in che Name of Cunningham, for 
Correſponding with the Duke of Gourdon. 

This fame dny one Mr. Erurce a German and 
Roman Catholick, who hath Refided here this 
loiszz time, and did bring in the Water to the 
Town of Edinburgh, hath been in Priſon this 
Month paſt, bur laſt night he went out of the 
Prifon wichoue any Keys, and went to a Houſe 
oppoſite to the Prion and called for a Drink or 
Alz, and atrer he had received it, he wenr to 
Prion again without any interruption ; and 
then within an hour after, he coming- down 
Stairs to drink in the ſame Houſe; he called at 
oe of the doors of the Priſon to one Mr. Bre- 
die to Come out and take his Liberty, ( he for- 
merly being a Servant to the Earl of Murray ) 
but he denied to come our ; ſo he went by him- 
ſelf and rook his Mornings Draught, and came 
back again ro the Priſon being before and all 
the Wards Locked : The Mzn in whoke Houle 
the ſaid Mr. Braice Came to drink, did ſend in 
the Morning tor one of the Magiſtrates of the 
Cicy, who going into the Priton with ſeveral 
Credible Witnefles, did call tor the aforeſaid 
Bruice, and Examined him by what means he 
gor Out and in to the 1a:d Prion, who told them, 
Thar there was no Lock nor Key made thar 
could keep him in if 1o be that he pleaſed ; up- 
on which the Magittraces and Wicnefles acked 
hum by what means he could do it; he defired 
the kegper of the Priſon to Lock the Doors faſt 
and he would ſhew it them; which being done, 
he came to the Deor and ſtruck it one blow 
with his Hat, and immediately the Doors fell 
Open; aiter thac the Magiſtrate ſaid, that he 
would lay him in Irons; to which he anſwered, 
that he did not value them, for he could break 
them in piece |

The fame Night the Caſtle was Surrendred, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Mackay entered it with 
300 Fuzeliers, betwixe Eleven and Twelve a 
Clock ar Night. The particulars of the Treaty 
was as follows; "That he would Surrender the 
Caſtle upon Reaſonable and Honourable terms, 
But deſired to know whether he ſhould 'T rear 
with the Commanding-Officer, or with His 
Grace the Lord Commillioner ? "This being an- 
{wered, hedefired an Honourable Capitulation, 
which was retaſed. and Aniwer returned, that 
he ſhould Surrender upon Diſcretion, to be dil- 
poſed of as His Majefty thinks fir; which the 
Duke accepred of; and accordingly he and the 
whole Gariſon Submitted and laid down their 
Arms, and opencd the Gates to receive Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Mackay; who are maya lo. 
neis of War, wo be ditpoled of as His Majeſty 
pleaſes. |
